‘pose upon consumers’ A rose by any other 
name may smell as sweet, but you cannot dis- 
guise the rank stuff you cut from the basin, 
even though you placard your wagons with 
“Willow Springs Ice,” or Crystal Lake 
Ice, or any other elegant epithet. 
You say you cannot afford to cut ice and 
transport it a great distance. Well, then, put 
your charges up to ¢ cover your expenses. The 
public will whlingly pay an increased tariff— 
double, treble the present rates, and get a 
pure, clear, wholesome article. We know 
whereof we speak when we affirm that the ice 
consumers are indignant at this Wholesale 
fraud upon them. It is not the complaint of 
one, but of hundreds that is reaching us and 
has reached us every summer. The public 
indignation has reached ite cu! minating point, 
and they will not endure the outrage much 
longer. There ie no excuse for it. We have 
monopolies enough, Heaven knows, without 
+ being subjected to a stinking-ice monopoly. 
The public are willing to pay for good Ice, and 
the ice dealers sheuld be obliged to furnish: it. 
It is not the matter of dollars and cents of 
which the public complain, ddt of the quality 
of the ice furnished. Tiere are plenty of 
streams and ponds adjacent to Chicago, where 
pure clear lee may be SBtained, and no excuse 
is left ice-dealers for their course. They have 
fattened themselves long enough out of the 
pockets of the people with 9 mo- 
nopoly and filthy ice 

And the — Council of this city 
should compe) them to furnish it. We appeal 

to Aidermen to act upon this matter. The 
pubile appeals to you. You have been very 
industrious in suppressing some nuisances, for 
which all credit. Now abate the ice nuisance. 
Positively forbid, under any considerations, 
jee-cutting in the basin, and you will receive 
the thanks of your entire constituency. 
It is your prime duty to guard the rights of 
citizens, and in no Way can you better fulfil 
-your obligations than by prompt and rigid ac- 
tion in this direction. Make the penalty of 
ice-cutting in the basin,a heavy fine or impris- 
onment for for each instance. We cannot urge 
this matter with too much seriousness. It is 
one of vital importance to the health of the 
city, and needs immediate and thorough ac- 
tion. Will the Council act?
